Alberta Appellate Court 
Admits Grave Injustice 
But Claims Impotence 


Majority Decision Finds That Principles of British! 
Justice Were Thoroughly Violated, But Holds That 


Appeal Court Cannot Right Wrong Which Has 


Been Done. 


The Bulletin has lost its appeal to the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court of Alberta in the con- 
tempt of court convictions registered against Charles E. 
Campbeil, publisher, and J. S. Cowper, special writer, in 
connection with the reporting of the Brownlee seduction 
case on June 27th last. 

Under a decision handed down on Friday, the sum- 
mary convictions registered by Mr. Justice W. C. Ives, 
trial judge, which caused a legal sensation at the time, 
must stand. Under these decisions it is apparent that a 
man can be hailed into court on a few minutes notice, 
be given no opportunity to know with what he is charged; 
no opportunity to answer the charges, and can be con- 
victed. The judgment handed down on Friday, written 
by Mr. Justice A. A. McGillivray, and concurred in by 
Mr. Justice Clarke, says that is so. 

This in spite of the fact that the judges of the Appellate 
Division find that the principles of British justice have been 
violated; notwithstanding this they hold that they have no 
right to correct an admitted wrong. In substance their judg- 
ment is that a wrong has been done, but that our courts are 
impotent to remedy it. 


This must come as a shock to the man on the street 
who has been accustomed to rely on the maxim of crim- 
inal jurisprudence that every person must be deemed in- 
nocent until he is proved guilty, for it is admitted in the 
judgment handed down on Friday by a majority of the 
Appellate Division, that not only were the defendants in 
the case definitely not properly charged with the crime 
for which they were adjudged guilty, but that they were 
denied an opportunity to be heard in their own defence 
and to make answer to the charge. 


DOES NOT SUSTAIN 
PROUD BRITISH BOAST 


For countless generations it has been the proud boast of 


every British subject that he could not be properly convicted | 


of any offence without being properly charged and without | 
being given a full opportunity to be heard, but Friday's judg- 


ment does not sustain this boast. 


This extraordinary judgment will not be allowed to 
rest there. On receiving the filed judgment on Friday, 
The Bulletin immediately instructed its counsel, H. H. 
Parlee, K.C., and S. Bruce Sinith, to take necessary steps 
to appeal the judgment to the Privy Council.

STILL HOPING 
TO RECONCILE 
NAVY IMPASSE 


United Britain, America 
Stand Closely Aligned 
In Deadlock 


LONDON, Nov. 24—Bearing out 
the British governmental declar- 
ation the tri-power naval talks have 
not broken down, there was opti- 


mism in British and American cir- 
cles last night that Japan may yet 


change her erstwhile “uncom- 


promising” attitude on her demand 
for parity with the fleets of the 
other two nations, 

In a statement considered of the 
highest significance in view of the 
London naval deadlock, Cordell 
Hull, U.S, secretary of state, Friday 
forecast close, active and friendly 
cooperation between the United 
States and Great Britain.

Biliousness 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Doctors are not inclined to use the word 
“biliousness,” as a careful examination will 
usually disclose that what is commonly known 
as biliousness may come from a variety of 
troubles such as gall-stones, catarrh of the bile 
ducts, liver abscesses, gall-bladder, adhesions, 
sclerosis or cancer of the 
liver, and intestinal indiges- 
tion. However, I get thou- 
sands of letters from patients 
who complain that they are 
bilious, and it is certain that 
a sick man not as much 
concerned with names as he 
is with a cure, and, when he 
feels certain symptoms, he 
immediately pictures himself 
as bilious. 

The attack makes itself 
noticeable to the patient early in the morning 
as bile may accumulate in the stomach during 
the night. The patient wakes feeling nauseated 
and has a desire to vomit. If vomiting occurs, 
the fluid will be a bitter-tasting, yellow-green 
mixture. When the head raised, dizziness 
follows with black spots before the eyes. Heavy- 
coated tongue, bad smelling breath, upset 
stomach, no appetite, and dark circles under the 
eyes are common symptoms. The stools are 
light colored, lacking the color usually given 
them by the bile. The patient feels mentally as 
well as physically downcast. A bilious attack 
takes all the joy out of life. Regardless of the 
fundamental disease which is responsible for 
the biliousness the almost always pre- 
cipitated by poisons absorbed from the intes- 
tines and carried directly to the liver. We know 
that the blood is carried directly from the in-
